opened up the country. They moved 
to the-ir new homes en masse.

They are becoming established on

and their crops. Together they have 
erected two schools where the. common 
language of their new aonlincnt will 
he taught to their 200 children this

In a nationwide broadcast the French 


premier made the first formal reply to 
the Friday Reichstag speech of Hitler 
by spurning the "German peace*" as 
one which would not prevent pre- 
paration for new conquests. 


As the premier spoke the French 


General Staff announced that French 
troops on the Western front were re- 
pulsing surprise German attacks by 
"quiet large numbers of men" along 
a 35-mile stretch from the Moselle 
river ,on the extreme northern flank, 
to Saarbruecken, center key to the 
Nazi advance lines. 


Daladier, who spoke after consult- 


ing with his British allies, declared 
France and Britain would 'continue to 
fight" until they force Germany to give 
definite guarantees of .security for a 
"lasting peace in Europe." He did not 
repeat previous French and British 
declarations that Hitlcrism must be 
destroyed but left no doubt that un- 
supported promises such as he said 
Hitler had given in the past would be 
unacceptable us; a basis for peace nego- 
tiations. 


He characterized the peace offered 


by Hitler as one "which would only - 
consecrate conquests by deciet or vio- 
lence and would not prevent prcpr.rai- 
ion for new ones."

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Paderewski, One of the World's Most Tragic Figures 


With so much collective grief and misery pervading Europe, it seems almost 


shameful sometimes to single out individuals. But now and then a figure 
looms up out of the ruck of general misery to become a figure of real tragedy. 


Such a one is Ignace Jan Paderewski, the great Polish artist-statesmnn It 


would be difficult to imagine a fuller life. He not only reached the pinnacle 
of artistic achievement as pianist and composer, but stayed there throughout 
a long life. Devoted to his country, he served it at a time when opportunity 
seemed to beckon. In the formation of an independent Polish state after the 
World war, Paderewski took a leading part, and he continued to .serve it in its 
lounative years. 


But as 10 years passed, and 15. and the Polish state grew stronger it 


/hanged. The time came when Paderewski was no longer in agreement with 
the pohcies of the government he had served as premier. He retired into a 
felt-imposed exile in Switzerland. 


Just a little more than two years ago. from this retirement, he sent to 


Roland a manifesto. It was suppressed, and a Warsaw paper which printed 
. • was se.«d: Nevertheless it was circulated by secret means. It reveated W,

Angina pectoris is the pain felt~~!n 


the fhest neck ory arms that is as- 
sociated with heart disease and is 
caused by an inadequate blood sup- 
ply. 


There are other pains which occur 


in the region of the heart which 
have no relationship to heart disease, 
several differences are noted between 
Hie pain in angina pectoris and the 
pain in other conditions. 


The pain in angina pectoris lasts 


Irom two to 10 minutes during an at- 
tack, while other types may go on 
for hours or days It frequently comes 
on during exertion, and is likely to 
spread to the arm, elbow, wrist or even 
the lower jaw. 


The person with angina pectoris 


does not-usually think of himself as 
being sick. He generally feels well 
except that he gets pain in the heart 
as a result of exertion. 


Other types of pain around the 


heart are likely to occur when the 
person 
feels tired, is overworked, 


worried 
or is recovering from an 


illness. The pain of angina pectoris 
can also be brought on by emotion. 
Anger or excitement may lead to a 
severe attack. 


After a heavy meal, pain in the 


heart is provoked much more easily 
than at other times 
Dr. Maurice 


Campbell says that a man may feel 
pain on walking only 100 yards after 
a meal, whereas he might walk a 
healf mile without the pain if he had 
not taken the meal.

Most 
popular substitutes for thunder are 
buckshot rattled/around in an inflat- 
ed fooptball bladder and a pistol shot. 


Oddly enough, the pistol shot is 


most generally used. The effect is 
gained by firing a shot about a foot 
from the microphone then while play- 
ing it back the sound track is slowed 
and the shot sounds like a long low 
rumble.

Off to War in a Rambling Fort-- 


Perfect Safety—or Sure Death 


By NBA Son-ice 


V?ASHINGTON — The inside of a 


tank, death spitting monster of mac- 
hine warfare, is either to safest place 
a soldier can find in battle—or- the 
most dangerous. 


It is safe because the tank is in it- 


self a mobile fortress: dangerous be- 
'cause the right defense can turn it 
into holocaust of death from which 
there is no escape. 


Safe or dangerous, it is uncom- 


fortable. 


The average lOton light tank is 


half as roomy as an apartment 
kit- 


chenette, with a ceiling too low to 
stand upright. It is occupied by four 
men, with guns, instruments and sup- 
plies for a day. Slightly heavier med- 
ium tanks carry five men. 


The men insidt—a commander, op- 


erator, gunner and radio man—wear 
gear akin to football helmets as pro- 
tection from the bounces. 


The tankman's life is far from hap- 


py.-;'He knows effective 
anti-tank 


weapons have been devised. Shells 
from 37-millimeter anti-tank guns, 
now widely used, easily pierce one- 
inch armor. On direct, close hits 20 
millimeter shells, will stop a tank. 


More deadly are mine fields. If a 


tank strikes a ground mine, there will 
be nothing left but small bits. A bund- 
le of a dozen hand grenades exploded 
simulataneously, 
will 
demolish 
a 


tank. 


During the Spanish Civil war, de- 


fense forcess found an even more ghas- 
tly anti-taTik weapon "Gasoline boTnbs 
—bottles of gasoline — were hurled 
at the tanks. The gasoline ignited as 
it struck, dooming the tank crew 
to agonizing death. 


Stopping Tanks by Hand 


Even a crowbar, pried into the run- 


ners of the tank, will stop it—pro- 
vided an enemy infantry-man can get 
close enough. 


Light tanks carry one 37-millimeter 


gun,' four 30-calaber machine guns. 
The crew operates the radio, drives 
the tank and mans the guns through 
remote control, making it possible j 
for one or two men to handle all the | 
tank's artillery. 
' 


Most modern armies also use a med- 


ium tank, weighing about 16 tons. 
This tank uses only one additional | 
crew member. It has two extra mac- 
hine-guns. The medium tank can tac- 
kle rough terrain more easily; but 
military men are still debating its 
advantages. The light tank is cheaper, 
more agile, can travel faster—usual- 
ly about 40 miles per hour over roads 


Tanks heavier than 16 tons, usea 


to some degree in 1914-18, have beer 
abandoned for the most part. Tlx 
United States has none. The sphere 
pf operations of a heavy tank is strict, 
ly limited to trench warfare. The 
French are using some 70-ton mons- 
ters on the Western front.

WASHINGTON — All international 


Itisv authorities seem to be against 
it, hut the United Slates and it.s Pan- 
American associates probably eiin ex- 
pect belligerents lo observe— within 
liniitation.s-—the oOD-mile band of "ter- 
ritorial water" established a.s a safe- 
• ty /one. 


The trouble with extended terri- 


torial waters is, however, that in 
addition to the privileges involved, 
they abo impose obligations upon 
the nation that sets out to establish 
them. 


A "territorial water," in internat- 


ional law, is a strip of water over 
which a country has full police and 
ineree" is entitled to use of the wa- 
ter. 


J'cir generations, ''territorial waler" 


usually has referred to the three- 
mile belt of water rxtendiny out from 
a nation's short. Warships of a bel- 
ligerent nalinn may enter that water 
only under the strictest rcgulaUons. 
If a nation choses, il. may exclude 
warships altogether 
rom 
its "ter- 


ritorial waters" and any that enter 
will either he sunk or seized, if the 
neutral nation has the power to do- 
that. 


Viv Wish to he Respected 


As a Neutral 


Therein lies the hitch. A neutral j 


nation must make belligerent ships' 
stay out 
of territorial water 
if il 


wishes lo be respected a.s a neutral. 
.Tust now we very much wish to be. 
Therefore we must undertake a patrol 
(o see that British and French war- 
ship.-; as well as German submarines 
stay out of our territorial waters. 


If a belligerent submarine or sur- 


face warship should steal inside the; 
territorial waters and put down a 
couple of merchant vessels, we might 
he made lo pay for the los.s. It would 
make this country very angry to have 
to pay for half a do/on British mer- 
chant ships .siink by German sub- 
marines inside our territorial waters. 


A gain, it i.s likely that both sides 


would respect our greatly enlarged 
strip of territorial water, after some 
preliminary grumbling, simply because 
cur navy could fairly well enforce 
it.

more 
questions arise 


Britain is arming her merchant ves- 
.'X'ls. Germany has declared that tliev 
must be treated just like warships 
because in a gnn-for-gun battle a bij, 
merchant ship can whip a submarine 
If we set out to be "strictly" neutral 
we may have t agree with Germans 
that armed merchantmen! are war- 
ships, so far as privileges in terrtioria 
waters are concerned. Then we wouk 
he obliged to keep armed 
Rritisl 


merchant ships out of our territoriu 
waters.
